Aveusta, Mx., November 19.~—A large number of 
devoted personal and political friends of Mr. Blaine 
serenaded him last evening as an expression of 
their personal good will and admiration of his con- 
duct in the national campaign.

Mr. Blaine responded as fol- 
lows, his speech being continually interrupted by 
applause. 

MR. BLAINE’S REPLY. 

Friends and neighbors, the natjonal contest is 
over, and by the narrowest of margins we have lost. 
I thank you for your call, which, if not one of joy- 
ous congratulations, is one, I am sure, of ‘confi- 
dence, and of sanguine hopes forthe future. I 
thank you for the public opportunity you give 
me to express my sense of obligation not only to 
you, but to all the Republicans of Maine. They 
responded to my nomination with genuine enthusi- 
asm and ratified it by a superb vote.

880 7,500,000 white population and 5,300,000 colored 
population. The colored lation almost to a 
man desire to support the Republican party, but by 
a system of cryei intimidation by violence and mur- 
der. whenever violence and murder are thought 
necessary, they are absolutely deprived of all 
political power.

The phy- 
sician found Ah Ding and Joe Tom in the laundry, 
Dr. Formad explained that he had come from the

with the other. Joe Tom, seeing that Ah Ding 
meant fight, also grabbed a flat iron and then they 
both stood waiting for the doctor’s decision. He 
decided quickly to retire, and hurrying back to the 
coroner's Office, told Deputy Coroner Ashbridge 
what had happened. The deputy coroner said seri- 
ously: “Ill go with you; wait.” 
The deputy coroner stepped into the back office, 
and, slipping two revolvers into his pockets, told 
the doctor to follow. Dr. Formad hurried out 
after the deputy coroner. When — reached the 
laundry Ah Ding and Joe Tom, togetber with 
A DOZEN JABBERING CHINAMEN, 

were awed into submission by the sight of Mr. Ash- 
bridge’s battery. Tne deputy coroner had two 
colored policemen stationed near the laundry in 
ease of trouble. The Chinamen blamed Chung 
Tick Way, the interpreter, for allowing the coro- 
ner’s physician tocarve Hop Kee, and when Ab 
Ding saw the doctor’s knife making incisions in his 

comrade’s body he fainted. The Goputy cor- 
oner stood guard in the outer room while the exam- 
ination was being made. After it was completed 
the dead Chinaman was placed in a coffin, ded 
with cotton and the funeral services were held by the 
pastor of the Chestnut Street Baptist Church. Then 
the body was taken to the Broad Street Station and 
shipped to New York. On Thursday Hop Kee will 
be buried in the Chinese temporary burial ground 
on Long Island, and later he will be sent to China by 
Sam Kee, the president of the cemetery, who is an 
extensive shoe manufacturer at Yonkers. 


DIED IN PRISON, 


A Conspirator in the Famous Whittaker 
Will Forgery. 

Purapetrata, PA., November 19.—Joel M. Van 
Arsdalen, an ex-member of the bar, died in the 
Eastern Penitentiary yesterday from a stroke of 
paralysis. He was sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 
ment with his law partner, William R. Dickerson, in 
1880, for complicity in the Whittaker will conspira- 
cy. The history of the case, briefly told, is as fol- 
lows: Robert Whittaker, a woolen manufacturer, 
was struck by a locomotive in August, 1878, and in- 
stantly killed. He left an estate appraised at over 


$800,000. A will dated in 1871 provided that the 
estate shouki be divided between twenty-three 
nephews and nieces. The will was witnessed by 
Herman C. Pulte, and was left in the n of 
Dickerson. After the death of Mr. Whittaker, Pulte, 
James Jonathan N. Schofield and Dick- 
erson went to New York, where they met James B. 
of Chicago, and drew up 
: A FORGED WILL, , 
dated su uent to the genuine instrument. By its 
provisions $15,000 was bequeathed toeach nephew 
and niece, $5,000 to the Oxford Church, $50,000 to 
erect the “Whittaker Memorial Church,” and the 


balance was to be held in trust by the executors for

Wasuincton, D. C., November 19.—Chief Clerk 
Coffin of the Interior Department's display at New 
Orleans, has gone to that city to arrange for the 
space and zecessary ad juncts for the Government 
exhibit at what is promised as the greatest Exposi- 
tion this country has ever seen. It is certain that 
the Governmental display is to be the greatest that 
hasever been made at any Exposition of this 
character in this or any other country. The most 
important feature of this display will be that of the 
Interior Department, which is now nearly ready to 
be shipped to the Exposition. This display has 
been under the supervision of Hon. Benj. Butter- 
worth, and having received a good deal of special 
attention from him, bears everywhere the imprints 


of 
HIS CHARACTERISTIC VIGOR 


and intelligent management. As the head of the 
Patent Office he has naturally given much attention 
to the exhibit of that department, but he has not, 
in any sense, however, subordinated the other bu- 
reaus of the Department of the Interior to that, and 
the result is that the display of the Department of 


the Interior will surprise a good 
many people in its extent and will 
at the same time be of great value to 


— many people, inventors, investors, capitaliats, 
seeking after homes in the West, and those observ- 
ing the growth of the principal features of the coun- 
try. The floor s to be occupied by the exhibit 
of the Interior Department will be 35.000 square 
feet and 5,000 square feet of wall space—about an 
acre of exhibits.

The display of the Geological Survey and the 
Ethno Bureau will be of especial interest. 
e last five years this u has made 
large collections of the products of aboriginal! art,

Twelve Hundred Delegates Found En- 
titled to Sit in the Convention—Pas- 
sage of Arms Between the Chairman 
and Senator Dorsey—Interesting De-

Be the Committees Have Done. 


he third day of the Cattle Convention opened 
with a promise of better weather, and with a likeli- 
hood of more work than has distinguished the gath- 
ering up to this time. All of the committees, except 
8 the one on resolutions, were ready to report prompt- 
ly at the opening of the meeting at 10 o’elock. The 
permanent organization committee, a report of 
whose proceedings appears below, finished its 
work last night, although it was not expected to be 


ready 80 soon. Besides the resolutions, 
the basis of representation has not 
yet been arranged. Despite these 


omissions, the convention opened to-day with a full 
report of the Committee on Credentials, which 
states who are entitled to sit, and, as the permanent 
organization is effected, there is no reason why the 
convention should not attack the business which has 
brought it together. It is known that a poll of the 
Committee on Resolutions shows that that body will 


favor the national trail. The chief wrangle will be 
upon the question of quarantine. _ 

After the gavel was sounded a dispatch was read 
from ex-Governor Crosby of Montana, First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, in which he extended his 
congratulations and stated that the objects to be 
attained by the convention were fully outlined in 
his last report as Governor of Montana. A tele- 
graphic communication was also presented 
to the assembly from John Robinson Whitely, 
Director-General of the American position in 
London, setting forth his satisfaction at the deter- 
mination of the cattlemen to hold an international 
donvention in London in 1886. An invitation was 
also read from the Chicago and Alton Railroad, re- 
questing the delegates to take advantage of a spe- 
cial train which will be run to Chicago for those de- 
siring to visit that city. After the courtesies of the 
Public School Library had been extended, a quarter 
of an hour was consumed in awaiting the report of 
the Committee on Credentials. 

THE COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 

Gen. Brisbin, chairman of the Committee on 
Credentials, came in at ten minutes to eleven with 
the report of his committee. He stated that after 
Several Very arduous sessions the committee had at 
last agreed upon a report which it was believed 
would be fair to all. The report was read by Secre- 
ta Brooks. It was feared last 
night that there would be some 
differences arising out of arefusal of the committee 
to admit some one bundred and odd Missouri dele- 
gates, but this matter was adjusted to everybody's 
satisfaction. The report was adopted unan:mously. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials as 
prepared read in brief as follows. The committee 
recommended the rejection of the credentials of the 
Missouri Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, the Mis- 
souriand Illinois State Boards of Agriculture, a 
delegation from Nevada and the American Agri- 
cultural Association of New York. The minority 
report was presented by Judge Brush of Colorado, 
and recommended the admisson of all the delegates 
excluded by the majority report. The questian was 
finally settled with the committee by aliowing Mis- 
souri and New York each twenty delegates. Mon- 
tana was allowed forty delegates. The total num- 
ber of delegates is 1,200, whieh were apportioned to 
the ifferent interests represented, according to the 
bast judgment of the committee. The report was 
confined to this apportionment and seemed to meet 
general approbation. It was adopted.

LEVEL-HEADED PARKER. 


He Introduces a Bill to Guard Against 
Cholera—Other Municipal Business. 

At last night's meeting of the City Council all 
but two members were present. The $15,000 bond 
of Julius Pitzmman, as City Surveyor, was approved, 
and ordinances for grading Pernot road and erect- 
ing on the roof of the Court House a scaffold, or 
station, for the collection and support of wires en- 
tering there, were read firsttime. President Parker 
introduced a bill to provide against cholera, by the 
appre priation of $8,000 for the uses of the Board of 
Health, and $20,000 for the use of the Street Com- 
missioner in sanitary work. The Committee on 
Ways and Means submitted the usual fall supple- 
mental appropriation bill, the chief items of which 
were $25,300 for Fire Department; $6,000 for House 
of Refuge insprovements; $4,500 for Work House 
improvemen’s; $2,950 for more alterations and re- 
pairs in the ever-chancin< Court House, City Hall 
and Four Courts; $25.300 for Fire Department equip- 
ments, and $6.000 for river front work. 
The ordinance’ to allow hacking carriages 
to stand in front of hotels was reported unfavora- 
bly by the Legislation Committee and filed. The 
balance of the evening was given tothe considera- 
tion of charter amendments.

One of Them Declines to Divide Profits 
With the Rest of the King—How the 
Stone Teamsters Deceived a Guileless 
Clerk—The Swindle Detected by the Fair 
Association’s Architect.

relations among the macadam contractors, for 
whom, by way of contrast to the dullness of the 
season, litigation seems to possess a greater charm 
than usual. The plum in dispute is not a particular- 
ly rich one, being simply the question of sharing 
the profits in a contract with the Fair Grounds As- 
sociation for work on their new race track. amount- 
ing to about $23,000. The parties to 
the quarrel, which, it 18 said, 
has been attended by very angry 
er minations and recriminations, are ostensibly 
Joseph O'Meara and Hugh McKenna, but the con” 
testants are in fact the first named gentleman and a 
ring composed of alarge number of other macadam 
contractors, who combined at the time the contract 
mentioned was let, but are not now quite so unani- 
mous as they were. The truth is that formerly 
they were combined with Mr. O'Meara, while now 
they are combined against him. Immediately 
after the Fair Ground Association decided to go on 
with the building of their new track they adver- 
tised for bids for the work and, when they 
came in, it was quite apparent to Mr. 


Julius Pitzman, who is superintending 
the work, that the Macadam contractors 
were acting in combination, The lowest bid was 
that put in by Mr. O'Meara, but Mr. Pitzman in- 
formed him that it .was not low enough and that 
other bids would have to be made. This was done, 
and O’Meara’s bid was still the lowest, but it was 
stilltoo high. Accordingiy Mr. Pitzman informed 
him that he had ha a proposition from the stone- 
men inthe Southern portion of the city and chat 
uniess O'Meara could come down to their figures the 
others would get the job.

ACCEPTED THE TERMS. 
and stated that he could not do the work alone, 
but would have Mr. McKenna as a partner. A 
contract was drawa up, which O'Meara signed, 
but McKenna did not, and the work was proceeded 
with. While it was going on Mr. 
Pitzman was out of the city. and 
when be returned he discovered that the 
amount of money which had been p id 
for the work done thus far was pa pably in excess 
of what it ought to to be, and he set about making 
an investigation. The payments amounted to about 
$3,500, while a careful measurement of the mac- 
adam showed that only about $2,500 worth had been 
delivered. leaving a nice litt e margin of $700 illegiti- 
mate profit. The mannerin which this result, so 
advantageous to the coniractors, but so disastrous 
to the as-ociation, was attained, was as follows: 
There had been left in charge of the interests of the 
association a young gentleman quite on gy 
in the business of receiving macadam, and he, it is 
said, became so bewildered at times that he issued 
more than one ticket for each load of macadam 
which he received. Of course it would not do 
to charge that the contractors were parties 
to the transaction, but the fact remains thatthe in- 
experience and the young ventleman in question 
was improved to the full by the teamster deiivering 
the stone. They would crowd upon him with their 
loads to the number of thirty and more, clamor for 
their tickets, pass on and, in many instances, it is 
claimed, would wheel around again without dump- 
ing their loads, revppear at the tail end of the 
noisy cavalcade and secure a second ticket. The 
trick, which inured to the advantage of the 
teamster, who was paid for his work according to 
the number of tickets which he turned in, was a 
simple one but weil calculated to deceivea new 
hand, the one in question acknowledging to Mr. 
Pitz nan that he several times thought he was de- 
livering 

A SECOND TICKET 

for the same load, but allowing himself to be bull- 
dozed into giving the teamsters the benefit of the 
doubt. As soon as Mr. Pitzman satisfied himself of 
the manner as well as the fact of the swindle he 
very promptiy apprised the parties of the fact and 
informed them that if restitution waa not instantly 
made he would cause their arrest and have them 
prosecuted. Restitution was madeand the work 
proceeded. The question which now causes dis- 
turbance of the amicabie relations of the macadam 
men is whether Mr. O'Meara shail be allowed to 
en joy alone the fruits of his contract,which, even at 
only one ticket a load. is quite a profitable one. 
When the contract was made there was every pros- 
pect of a boom in all sorts of building , opera- 
tions, and the price agreed upon for 
the work was quite high. Since 
then, however, dullness has reigned in business and 
the ruling price for macadam is much lower than 
what Mr. O’Mearais getting under his contract. 
Hence, the men who, under the mutual understand- 
ing with him at the time the bids were made, were 
to share the profits are wildly furious now that Mr. 
O'Meara, finding that he has a nice thing on hand, 


McKenna will shortly bring against Mr. O'Meara, 


O'Meara alone, it would seem a difficult matter 
for McKenna to establish his right to a share 
in its profits. In the meantime, crimimations 
and recriininations are said to be flying through the 
air of the Mechanics’ Exchange, but whether they 
relate at alltothe manner in which the guileful 
teamster played it upon the guileless young gentle 
man is a matter which will not be Known until the 
affair is ventilated in the courts, of which there is a 
very fair prospect, as both sides to the controversy 
are so full o anger and obstinacy that the caim ad- 
vice of disinterested friends is unheeded.

Late copies of newspapers published in China 
in the English lan e give much 2 to the 
war with the French, in which the Chinese are 
now engaged. A writer in the China Mail 

ives a translation of a proclamation issued at 

anton by the Government, offering rewards 
for the heads of French officers soldiers. 
After abusing the enemy, charging them with 
ingratitade and injustice, and with being cruel, 

roud and covetous, the proclamation declares 
hat, in the judgment of all the nations, the 
French are in the wrong. The rewards are 
then announced which will be granted for de- 
stroying those wicked people, as follows: 

First Any soldier orcivilian who will take 
alive or bring in the head of the French Com- 
mander-in-Chief shall, after necessary proots 
have been given, receive a reward of 10,000 
taeis, and be recommended to the Emperor as 
worthy to have bestowed on him a peacock’s 
feather with the rank of major in the army. 

A tael is worth about $1 50. The peacock's 
feather carries with it the rank of a mandarin 
of a superior order. 

Second—Fora French officer next in rank to 
the command (a seven stripes officer) a reward 
of 5,000 taels and a peacock’s feather and the 
rank of First Captain. 

Third—For an official military of the next 
rank (five stripes), 1,000 taels, with recommen-

wards become due will receive them at once, 
without reduction and without delay.” 

The effect of this proclamation was to excite 
the Chinese to acts of violence against all for- 
eigners, as they could not or would not distin- 
guish between Frenchmen and other Europeans 
and Americans. Accordingly representations 
were made to the Viceroy by the foreign con- 
suis, which resulted in a supplementary procla- 
mation being issued, of which the following is 
an extract: If any be found making the do- 
ings of the French an occasion of harm to the 
innocent people of other nationalities they will 
certainly suffer capital punishment.” 

In spite of this second proclamation, many 
cases of violence to foreigners residing in Can- 
ton took place, anda number of chapels were 
sacked.

THE HARD LUCK FOR MANAGERS. 

Catering to the taste of the theater public is a task 
that proves to be of the most arduous and the most 
unsatisfactory. Heavy expenses are incurred in the 
hope, if not the expectation, of their being made 
good by the patronage of the people at large, and 
this income depends for its size upon the whims of 
the public, varying with the fancy for certain enter- 
tainments, with the nature of the weather and with 
the various circumstances that influence the move- 
ments of the people. A special example 
of the difficulty and of the trying character 
of the work is seen in this city this week. 
For the last month, while the purses of theater man- 
agers were rapidly shrinking and the outside cover- 
ings of their wallets resembled the puckered skin of 
a persimmon, and emptiness was a characteristic 
common to the play-houses and their treasuries, 
consolation was freely offered in the shape of gen- 
eral remarks upon the all-absorbing interest of elec- 
tion business, and > ee that a President once 
elected people would fall into their accustomed 
ways and seek amusement at the theaters. The en- 
couragemont thus offered was 1 received, 
and theater men lived or the 
near future. The future has now arrived, 
expectations are not realized and gloom prevails. 
Now that theater goers are not distracted by na- 
tional affairs it was reasonable to suppose that first- 
class attractions would be well attended. Unfortun- 
ataly the number of these attractions has increased 
beypnd the number of the people to see them. Very 
fair’entertaifiiment is offered at the theatres, but at 
the same time innumerable counter attractions are 
announced which divide the crowds and render the 
portions which fall to each painfully small. Charity 
is to blame for this, for she is the 
cause of most of the up-town 
entertainments. The bazaar at the Pickwick 
found its raison d'etre in her warm impulses, and 
the exposition at the Exposition building has her 
to thank for its existence. These make heavy de- 
mands upon the uptown public and leave the 
theaters only the transient of the population.
